Sugar Famine Broken. 


Through the efforts of Burgess H. M. 


Stokes, of Hanover, this vicinity has ob- 
tained relief from the sugar famine from 
which local housekeepers have suffered 
during the past several months. Approxi- 
mately 38,340 pounds of granulated cane- 
sugar has been distributed among dealers 
in this section. Mr. Stokes as manager 
and treasurer of the Hanover Creamery 
company was called to Washington on 
Wednesday for a conference with the 
Chapin-Sacks Mfg. Co., who hold the con- 
trolling interest in the Creamery company. 
This concern, operating as they do under 
Government license, has secured sugar 
through the government for the filling of 
their contracts with the U. S. and as the 
sugar famine in this vicinity had become 
so acute, the matter was taken up with 
food administrator H D. Sbeppard, of 
"Hanover, and it waa decided that the 
Hanover Creamery Company should place 
50 barrel* of sugar at his disposal. Also 
50 barrels at East Berlin in storage at the 
dairy plant, and 8 barrels at Taneytown. 


In turn, Mr. Sheppard has placed this 


sugar in the hands of wholesale, dealers 
who proportionately distributed it among 
the various stores in Hanover, East Ber- 
lin, Taneytown, Littlestown, New Oxford 
and their vicinities.

To Help Report On Income Tax 


In a communication received by thi* 


paper, Collector of Internal Revenue, B 
F. Davit, announce* that a federal income 
tax officer will be *tnt into thi* county 
on Janaary 2nd, and will be here until 
Fob. llth. He will have hi* office in 
Post Office. Gettysburg, and will be there 
every day ready and willing to help per* 
sons *abject to the income tax make out 
their retain* without any coat to them for 
hi* services. Return* of income for the 
year 1917 most be made on forms provid- 
ed for the purpose before .March 1,1918. 
If the taxpayer doesn't make return a* 
required before March 1, he may have to 
pay a penalty ranging from $20 to $1,000 
So, if you do not want to take chances, 
yon better call on the income tax mac. 
Whether you see the income tax man or 
not, you must make return if your net in- 
come amounts to $1,000, (single) or $2,- 
000, (married). The collector suggests 
that everybody start figuring up now hie 
income and expenses eo as to be ready 
with the figures when the expert arrives. 
Expenses, however, do not mean family 
expenses, money used to p«*y off the prin 
cipal of a debt, new machinery, build- 
ings, or anything like that. They mean 
what youfpend in making your money— 
interest, taxes paid, hired help, amount 
paid for goods sold, seed, stock bought 
for feeding, rent, (except for your dwell- 
ing), etc. Income includes about every 
dollar you get. 


It may be stated as a matter of general 


information that "net income" ia the re- 
mainder after enbtrading expenses from 
gross income. Personal, family, or living 
expense is not expense in the meaning of 
the law.

'Class V comprises the field of 
absolute exempts."

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Sugar Famine Broken. 
Through the efforts of Burgess H. M. 
Stokes, of Hanover, this vicinity has ob­ 
tained relief from the sugar famine from 
which local housekeepers have suffered 
during the past several months. Approxi­ 
mately 38,340 pounds of granulated cane- 
sugar has been distributed among dealers 
in this section. Mr. Stokes as manager 
and treasurer of the Hanover Creamery 
company was called to Washington on 
Wednesday for a conference wnth the 
Chapin-Sacks Mfg. Co., who hold the con­ 
trolling interest in the Creamery company. 
This concern, operating as they do under 
Government license, has secured sugar 
through the government for the filling of 
their contracts with the U. S» and as the 
sugar famine in this vicinity had become 
so acute, the matter was taken up with 
food administrator H 
D. Sheppard, of 
‘Hanover, and it was decided that the 
Hanover Creamery Company should place 
50 barrels of sugar at his disposal. Also 
50 barrels at East Berlin in storage at the 
dairy plant, and 8 barrels at Taneytown. 
In turn, Mr. Sheppard has placed this 
sugar in the hands of wholesale, dealers 
who proportionately distributed it among 
the various stores in Hanover, East Ber­ 
lin, Taneytown, Littlestown, New Oxford 
and their vicinities.

F. Davis, announces that a fedi^ral income 
tax officer will be sent into thia county 
on January 2nd, and will bo hero until 
Feb. 11th. He will have his office in 
PoetOCRce, Gettysburg, and will be there 
every day ready and willing to help per« 
sons subject to the income tax make out 
their returns without any cost to them for 
his services. 
Returns of income for the 
year 1017 must be made on forms provid* 
ed for the purpose before March 1,1918. 
If the taxpayer doesn't make return as 
required before March 1, he may have to 
pay a penalty ranging from $20 to $1,000 
So, if you do not \vant to tske chances, 
you better call on the income tax man. 
Whether you see the income tax man or 
not, you must make return if your net in­ 
come amounts to $1.000, (single) or $2,- 
000, (married), 
The collector suggests 
that everybody start figuring up now his 
income and expenses so as to be ready 
with the figures when the expert arrives. 
Expenses, however, do not moan family 
expenses, money used to pay off the prin 
cipal of a debt, new machinery, build­ 
ings, or anything like that. 
They mean 
what you-Spend in making your money— 
interest, taxes paid, hired help, amount 
paid for goods sold, seed, stock bought 
» 
for feeding, rent, (except for your dwell* 
ing), etc. Income includes about every 
dollar you get. 
It may be stated as a matter of general 
information that “ net income'' is the re­ 
mainder after subtractiug expenses from 
gross income. Personal, family, or living 
expense is not expense in the meaning of 
the law.

Captured by Moewe. 


The narrator Is Willet O. .Smith of 


South Norwalk, Conn., who reached 
this country on November C fioni Swo- 
llen, to which land he escaped from 
Luebeck, Germany, by concealing him- 
self In the hold of a \essel and ex- 
isting six days without loud or wa- 
ter. 


Smith had been a prisoner, first 


aboard the German raider Moewe, then 
In camp at Dnelmen, then at Branden- 
burg and finally at Lucbcck, for seven 
months and one day. He fl«d on Octo- 
ber 11. 


Summed up, his testimony is this: 


There is no particular brutality, no 
clubbing with guns or stabbing with 
bayonets as long as pitsoneis remain 
Orderly. But the food is insufficient — 
he fell away from 210 to ISO pounds — 
and long continued subsistence upon 
German prison fare alone has most 
grievous 
effects 
upon 
the health. 


Only the Ked Cross and Y. M. C. A. 
supplies are keeping the prisoners 
alive at some confinement places. 


Brandenburg, where about 70,000

"For breakfast e-very morning wo got 


a piece of bread an inch and :t half 
thic k and about four inches square and j 
one tine up of what they called coffee— 
but'I'd call good water spoiled. I don't 
know what they made it out of, but it 
was rotten, bitter stuff and not even 
•icry hot. 


"For dinner and supper we had the 


.same tiling every day — turnip soup, 
with mighty few turnips in it. 
We 


ne\er had anything else. No meat, no 
potatoes, no bread, even, except at 
breakfast. You could take the turnip 
soup or starve. 
It was just about 


enough to keep j ou alive. Some of the 
fellows got so weak they'd have to he 
carried to the hospital. There they'd 
get nourishing food lor a few days, 
but as soon as they were a little 
strongoi the>'d be chucked out of the 
hospital. There wasn't much of what 
iou'd cull real suffering at Duelman-— 
and the guards were decent enough — 
but it w .isn't much of a life." 


Sent to Brandenburg.

say I didn't .see any one struck or 
stabbed who didn't have it coming to 
him. 


"At P.randenburg we got the same 


old food—turnip soup, with never a 
change. Tliej made the strongest of 
us work on 1 arras outside the inclo- 
Mire, clearing the ground for the spring 
planting; but we got no better food 
lhan the rent. 


"We nearly froze to death at Bran- 


denburg. There were small stoves In 
the huts, but they didn't begin to warm 


! them. The blankets—you could see 


j through them! 
We were all full of 


insocts and had to have our clothes 
lumigated every two weeks, but in a 
couple of df ys we'd be as bad as ever. 


Gets Job on Docks. 


"J was about ready to take a des- 


perate chance for escape when on May 


i 1 they asked for 300 volunteers to go 
! to work on the docks nt Luebeck. 
, They said they'd give us boots, better 


j clothes and a mark a day for wages. 
11 thought anything was better than 


I Brandenburg, .so I volunteered and was 
taken. 


"The1 clothes they gave us were block 


uniforms with a yellow stripe down the 
pants and a yellow band fitted Into the 
sleeve, with our number and the word 
'Krlegsgefangonlager' (war prison) on 
them. 


the farms I managed to get a pair of 
wooden shoes to keep my feet off the 
ground. 


"There had been promises of Red 


Cross packages and Y. M. C. A. boxes 
at Brandenburg, but they hadn't ar- 
rived when I left. 


"At Lucbcck everything was much 


better. They kept us in a big ware- 
house on the Hamburg-American quay, 
and made us load and unload ships. 
But here we had steamer bunks to 
sleep in and decent blankets, and it 
was luxury compared to the other 
places. 
We had the same old bum 


coffee and turnip soup—-but our guards 
got the same. Then in the summer we 
began to receive some clothing from 
the International Y. M. C. A. and some 
food boxes from the American Red 
Cross through Copenhagen. 


What Y. M. C. A. Sent. 


"Every week we got a box that had 


in it 50 biscuits, some corned beef, 
veal loaf, suet pudding, condensed inilk, 
one-quarter pound of tea, a slice of 
bacon, a can of fruit, 50 cigarettes and 
vomc tobacco. That saw us through. 
It was so good we felt sorry for the 
poor guards and would give them 
scraps. 
They offered as high as CO 


matks for a pound of tea. 
And the 


bai'un they would have given anything 
for." 


In June, Smith made his first at- 


tempt at escape. He had been work- 
ing in a shipyard distant from Luebeck 
and managed to elude his guard zit 
nightfall. He struck out overland, but 
his prison uniform revealed him and 
two days later he was captured and 
returned. For the offense of trying to 
escape he was given 19 days in the 
"black hole," with only a piece of 
bread a day to eat. Also a big Ger- 
man guard "took a couple of cracks" 
at his face. 


"The Spanish ambassador came to 


s.ee us Americans on June 1 and prom- 
ised to send us books and clothing, 
but I never saw any of them. 
They 


did begin to put a few potatoes into 
tlie turnip soup, and occasionally they 
put about five pounds of meat into the 
soup supply for 300 men. 


Another Getaway Chance. 


"In October I made up my mind to 


take another chance on a getaway. The 
ships we were loading were plying be- 
tween Luebeck and Swedish ports, and 
I thought I might hide on one of these. 
They carried mostly salt fertilizer to 
Sweden, though sometimes some coal 
and coke, and they brought back pig- 
iron and ore. I never saw them bring 
in any foodstuffs. Sometimes the Ger- 
man ships would go out carrying 
barbed wire and iron rods for 
the 


trenches on the Russian front. 
They 


wont to Riga, I believe. 


"There was one boat, the Undine, 


winch traveled between Luebeck and 
a Swedish port named Norrkoping reg- 
ularly. I got acquainted with a Swede 
on board her, and he told me one oth- 
er fellow had made his getaway to 
Norrkoping by concealing himself In 
the hold. 


"My scheme was this: Every morn- 


ing the guard would get together an 
early working crew of 12 men at four 
o'clock. He would take them on board 
while it was dark, to get the hatches 
ready for the others. 
One morning 


when I wasn't in this squad I hid my- 
self in the hallway where they always 
lined up. The guard counted his 12, 
and then in the darkness I joined 
them. 
As we climbed aboard 
the 


Undine he didn't know he had 13, In- 
stead of 12. He was a boneheaded 
German anyhow. 


"I hid myself in the fertilizer—a 


combination of salt and sulphur. What 
it did to me was plenty. My feet are 
still fnll of holes and the nails are 
off my toes." 


For six days then (an unusually 


long journey) Smith remained in the 
hold. 
When the vessel docked 
at 


Norrkoping and the hatch was opened 
he dashed down the gangplank to 
safety. The Swedish police gave him 
water and food; American consulate 
ittnches clothed him and sent him to 
Stockholm and then to Christianla,

“At Luebock everything was much 
better, 
Thoy kept us in a big waro- 
liouso on tho Hamburg-American quay, 
and made us load and unload ships. 
But hero we had steamer bunks to 
sleep in and decent blankets, and It 
w as. luxury compared to the oihor 
places. 
We had the same old bum 
colTeo and turnip soup—l)ut our guards 
got tho same. Thou in tho summer we 
began to receive .some clothing from 
tho International Y, M, C. A. and some 
food boxes from the American Red 
Cross through Copenhagen, 
V/hat V. M. C, A. Sent, 
“Every week we got a box that had 
in it 50 biscuits, some corned beof, 
veal loaf, suet pudding, condensed mlllc, 
ono-quarlQr pound of tea, a slice of 
bacon, a can of fruit, 50 cigarettes and 
some tobacco. 
That saw us through. 
It was so good wo felt sorry for the 
poor guards and W'ould give them 
scraps. 
Thoy offered as high as 50 
marks for a pound of tea. 
And the 
bactai tlioy would have given anything 
for.” 
In June, Smith made his first at­ 
tempt at escape. 
He had been work­ 
ing in a shipyard distant from Luebeck 
and managed to dude his guard at 
nightfall. He struck out overland, but 
bis prison uniform revealed him and 
two days later he was captured and 
returned. For the olfense of trying to 
escape he was given 19 days in the 
“black hole,” with only a piece of 
bread a day to eat. 
Also a big Ger­ 
man guard “took a couple of cracks” 
at his face, 
“Tho Spanish ambassador came to 
see us Americans on June 1 and prom­ 
ised to send us books and clothing, 
but I never saw any of them.

Tliey carried mostly salt fertilizer to, 
Sweden, though sometimes some coal 
and coke, and they brought back pig- 
iron and ore, I never saw them bring 
in any foodstuffs.

“I hid myself In the fertilizer—a 
combination of salt and sulphur. Wliat 
it did to mo was plenty. 
My feet are 
still full of holes and the nails are 
off my toes,** 
For six days then 
(an unusually 
long journey) Smith remained In the 
hold. 
When the vessel docked at 
Norrko])ing and tlie hatch was opened 
ho dasJied do;vn the gangplank to 
safety.

they will taste as good but not luul; 
as much' like the real gainer, iioil 
the carrots for ten minutes, then 
scrape off the outside layer and quar- 
ter them lengthwise, cut in quarter- 
inch lengths, discarding the points and 
core. Boil until tender, changing the 
\\ater several times to remove the car- 
rot llavor. To one pound of carrots 
so prepared add two pounds of sugar. 
one quart of water, two ounce* of 
green ginger root shaved fine and the 
grated rind and juice of one lemon. 
Boil for fifteen minutes. Repeat for 
four successive days until tho sirup 
is thick. Dry ginger may be used if 
the green is unobtainable, this must 
be put into a bag fine enough to keep 
the grains irom escaping. This jaay 
be left as preserved ginger in the sirup 
or dried and rolled In sugar as a con- 
fection.

VENISON DAYS. 


This delicious game is oneo moró to 
be enjoyed. 
The steaks brnllcd and 
seiTe<] with gravy made 
from any sweet fat can­ 
not he Improved upon. 
Ragout of Venison.— 
Any jmrtinn of the veni­ 
son may be used, but 
steaks fnun the uppei 
round are the choicest 
Cut the steak in serving 
sized pieces, roll in fiom 
and brown in hot fat 
Add broth made from 
the trimmings and bones of the venî 
•?on and let simmer about an hfuir ut» 
in lender. 
For eaeh phit of liquid 
How a fourth of a cupful of Hour, 
half a teaspoonful of salt, one fourth 
of a teaspoonful ('f paprika, all stirred 
In cold broth to a smooth paste, then 
idded to the meat; stir until boiling, 
cover and let simmer ten minutes 
Have ready baked or boiled sweet po­ 
tatoes; press them through a licer, 
^alt and butter and a little hot milk Is 
added, then beat thoroughly over the 
fire. Pipe the potato around the meat 
on a platter and garnish with stewed 
prunes in groups of three. 
Spiced 
grape jelly is especially delicious to 
serve with venison. 
Venison may be wrapped In bits of 
l)acon, well seasoned and brown(*d, 
then cooked In a casserole with vari­ 
ous vegetables, adding broth or boiling 
water and cooking under cover for two 
liours in a slow oven. Serve from the 
casserole. 
Wild rice when obtainable 
Is an ideal vegetable to serve with 
venison or wild duck. 
Its character­ 
istic tlavor is especially well liked by 
venison lovers. 
Salad for Game.—There is no salad 
(which never o twears Its welcbme) 
like head lettuce with a snappy, well- 
seasuiied French dressing. 
Good oil 
and good vinegar and a tine senôo of 
taste in seasoning will make such a 
salad a creation.
